2001 SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The Selectmen’s office has been a very busy place during this past year. Some of the 
highlights have been to finish the 911 numbering and the revaluation of all property in 
town. 


First the revaluation: We had originally anticipated that this would be finished in 2000. 
Due to changes at the State level, however, we felt it was in the Town’s best interest to 
postpone the completion date until 2001. This gave the residents, selectmen’s office, 
assessors and the State more time to do the job nght. When your last-half tax bill went 
out it was calculated on your new assessment. 


911 Numbering: This has been a long time in the making. We have worked with the State 
on this project. All the roads in Town have been mapped and houses plotted on them and 
assigned numbers. We have had to check and recheck these for accuracy. Then we had to 
link phone numbers with houses and then the post office had to link mailing addresses — 
with house numbers. We thank the fire department for verifying house numbers during 
this process. We would also like to thank Mary Kay Huntoon and her volunteers for 
doing the final steps with the phone companies, post office and mailings. 


With approval of the voters at our last town meeting we hired our first full time police 
officer Chief David White. David was our part time Chief before taking this new full 
time position. This is a giant step in helping to keep our residents and property safe. We 
were fortunate to have found someone from the area that was interested in accepting this 
position. Welcome aboard Chief White. 


In closing we would be remiss if we did not mention the tragedy of September 11,2001. 
As you know we lost a member of our community. Some of us knew Thelma as a friend 
and some of us, as we have learned since, knew her as a friend and a volunteer who 
helped many during the years with no thanks expected. We, as selectmen, want to thank 
her and remember her as an important member of our community who has been lost, but 
not forgotten. Thelma was, as all volunteers are, a very important part of this community. 
We would also like to note with pride the outpouring of patriotism and community spirit. 
It continues to be a fitting tribute to all Americans and to our way of life. 


As selectmen for the Town of Wilmot, we would like to extend a very large Thank You 


to all the employees, elected and appointed officials, volunteers and citizens of Wilmot 
for making this such a special place to live and work. THANK YOU.

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of the Town of Wilmot as of and 
for the year ended December 31, 2000 as listed in the table of contents. These general purpose financial 
statements are the responsibility of the Town’s management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on 
these general purpose financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. Those standards require 
that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are 
free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts 
and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used 
and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement 
presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 


The general purpose financial statements referred to above do not include the general fixed assets account 
group which should be included in order to conform with generally accepted accounting principles. As is 
the case with most municipal entities in the State of New Hampshire, the Town of Wilmot has not maintained 
historical cost records of. its fixed assets. The amount that should be recorded in the general fixed assets 
account group is not known. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the omission described in the preceding 
paragraph, the general purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, 
the financial position of the Town of Wilmot as of December 31, 2000, and the results of its operations and 
the cash flows of its nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended in conformity with generally accepted 
accounting principles.

The combining and individual fund financial statements listed as 
schedules in the table of contents are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part 
of the general purpose financial statements of the Town of Wilmot. Such information has been subjected to 
the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the general purpose financial statements and, in our opinion, 
is fairly presented in all material respects in relation to the general purpose financial statements taken as a 
whole.

The Fire 
Department is in need of a new fire truck. They are asking the Town to help them to 
raise funds for this truck, they will go out and raise the rest of the funds. The “new” 
truck is 22 years old. The same vehicle today is $165,00.00. The Fire Department 
can handle cab and chassis but need help having it build. It will not be fancy but will 
be adequate for the town. Debra Reise asked if we put $35,000.00 in the reserve fund 
over the next five years how much will the cost go up. Keith Fleury responded that 
the cost will increase by 80% per year. Asking for $30,000.00 for the years 2001 and 
2002 and $25,000.00 in 2003. Article passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 5: After the moderator read the article, Mr. Richard Lee made the 
motion to adopt Article 5 as written, “To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to change the position of Police Chief from part-time to a full-time 
position, having a salary determined by the Selectmen, with benefits as are provided 
for other full-time employees, within the limits of annual appropriations therefore, 
and to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirty Two Thousand Dollars ($32,000.00) 
above the proposed Police Department budget for this purpose.” Seconded by Rick 
Biron. Chief David White spoke on this saying it would be a 40 hour week and allow 
for better coverage for the town. Keith Fleury stated that it is hard to believe that the 
town has grown enough to require a full-time police coverage, but it has and he 
highly recommended we pass this article. Debra Reise asked how it would effect our ~ 
part-time police. Chief White said they would still be used. Article passed with 4 
opposed. 


ARTICLE 6: After the Moderator read the article, Mr. Richard Lee made the 
motion to adopt Article 6 as written, “To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Thirty Five Thousand Dollars ($35,000.00) for the purpose of 
Phase I] Engineering costs of the Campground Road Bridge replacement project.” 
Seconded by Rick Biron. Discussion followed. Concern about it becoming a two 
lane bridge and speeding on Campground Road. Doug Solomon asked if this would 
be a one time item. The question was answered in the affirmative. Article passed 
unanimoulsy. 


ARTICLE 7: After the Moderator read the article, Mr. Richard Lee made the 
motion to adopt Article 7 as written, “To see if the Town will vote authorize the 
Selectmen to explore leasing, or construction of a building on land adjacent to the 
Town Office for a possible site of the Wilmot Post Office, and take any action in 
connection therewith.” Seconded by Mrs. Mary Kay Huntoon. Discussion followed.

In March 2001, residents of Wilmot, through Town Meeting, approved the hiring 
of the first fulltume Police Officer for the Town. In June 2001, this position was filled 
and I was hired as the Town’s first fulltime Police Chief. The Board of Selectmen 
appointed Selectman Mike Pelletier as the Police Department’s liaison. The Board of 
Selectmen has been supportive and helpful to the Department. The Police Department 
continues to have a good working relationship with all Departments within the Town. 
We appreciate their assistance throughout the year. 


In August of 2001, the Department took advantage of a Federal Grant that 
supplied Motorola Astro digital radios to all local Police Departments throughout the 
State. These radios provide secure communications to all Police Agencies state-wide.

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KEARSARGE AREA COUNCIL ON AGING 
2001 ANNUAL REPORT 


Kearsarge Area Council on Aging, Inc. (KCOA) is a non-profit organization 
founded in 1992 with the mission of providing needed services and programs for area 
citizens over the age of 55 (and adults who through disability may need assistance) thus 
enhancing the quality of their lives. Its service area includes the towns of Andover, 
Danbury, Grantham, Newbury, New London, Springfield, Sunapee, Sutton and Wilmot. 


All years seem to be eventful ones for KCOA, but none more so than 2001. We 
have completed our strategic planning study and are now in a position to start positive 
planning for KCOA’s future. The first and foremost objective which came to light in our 
studies was the real need for larger and better-proportioned quarters in which to carry out 
our mission and the need for a kitchen in these larger quarters. As our numbers have 
grown, so has the popularity of many of the programs held at the Center, and there has 
become apparent a need to provide the social and health impetus of a meal served at the 
Center—not every day, but often. With these requirements needing to be met, the Board 
of Directors, with a grant from the Upper Valley Community Foundation, undertook to 
do a Feasibility Study to see what our prospects might be to raise enough money for a 
Senior Center building. The results were promising, and we are now studying our next 
step. 


With the Feasibility Study in progress, accreditation has taken a back burner, but 
we are gearing up again to get the final leg of this project finished. Our data- base is 
important to this subject we have therefore added a part-time assistant to cover this front. 


We are working with the ServiceLink headquarters in Concord and Newport as a 
satellite to be sure that all necessary information is disseminated to those in our towns 
who need and want it and referrals made where necessary. Representatives sit on the 
Merrimack County ServiceLink Board. 


Programs continue to expand and to be well attended. Computers at the Center 
are now equipped to turn out graphics, and our workshops are filled with eager artists. 
Memoir writing is very popular, as it should be, but has had to be farmed out to a quieter 
venue! The Courier now prints 1500 copies of its eight-page monthly newsletter that go 
to individual households, donors, sponsors, town offices and public buildings in the nine 
towns we represent. The Outdoor Recreation For Seniors (ORFS) program now numbers 
almost 70 people, about 30 of who are “regulars.” Our “Walk Your Way Through 
Winter” indoor program is available in six towns. 


On the services side, the largest service KCOA provides is, of course, the 
Transportation Program that has become a model for communities throughout the State. 
As of November 15, 2001, over 125 drivers for KCOA have logged 32,000 miles of 
volunteer driving. This number reflects the strong need, not just for visits to the dentist 
and doctor and hairdresser, but visits to the medical centers at Dartmouth-Hitchcock and 
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Concord Hospital for dialysis, chemotherapy and other therapies. We define “volunteer” 
as someone who renders a service without pay—some towns refer to drivers as 
volunteers when they are recompensed for gasoline. 


Fund raising is always a bug-a-boo for non-profit organizations, but this year our 
one big fund- raiser was fun. Our giant yard sale combined with a raffle netted about 
$6,000 of badly needed income! 


We keep in touch with our volunteers by having periodic meetings and receptions, 
quite often combining the two. Desk Volunteers and Drivers were brought together in 
October for discussion, some pointers and a lot of camaraderie. 

KCOA is most grateful for the continuing support from the nine-town area it 
represents, donors to our annual fund-drive, foundation grants, sponsors of our newsletter 
and individual citizens. Thank you all for your generosity!

Report of the Library Trustees 


During 2001, the Wilmot Public Library loaned well over 3000 books and books on tape, 
including those through interlibrary loan. There was a considerable increase in the 
number of videos borrowed — you can’t beat the price (free) and you can keep them for 
an entire week! Also new to our collection are some musical CDs that are just starting to 
get attention. 


If you have not been into the library recently, we encourage you to stop by. The books 
and other publications available have increased dramatically in quantity, quality, and 
variety. Our librarian, Julie Slack, spent hours culling the shelves to determine which 
publications were popular enough, valuable enough, resource-wise and investment-wise, 
to keep, and those that were best suited for sale at our Book Sale. Our association with 
the Libraries of the Upper Valley (LUV) continues to allow access to more circulation, 
without actually purchasing the books for permanent placement in our library. 


Displayed prominently on the front bookshelves are new books for your review. These 
are books that are recent releases, as well as books that are simply new to our library. 
Our collection of Books on Tape is growing and we only purchase unabridged versions, 
so you can count on getting the whole book on tape. There is also a new “Recommended 
Readings” section in the library where your fellow patrons place their favorites and you 
are welcome to leave yours. 


Speaking of new to the library, you won’t be able to miss the fact that we invested more 
money than ever before in new titles to refresh and expand the library collection. New 
shelving purchased with the proceeds of a Saul Sidore Grant has allowed the space to 
display the library collection better, visually, and accessibly. 


Our computer area now houses both a PC and an iMac and high speed Internet access, 
provided free of charge to the library by Adelphia. If you are wondering about “DSL” or 
“high speed internet “, please stop by and try it out. It has certainly been gratifying to 
have students of all ages using the computers, including college students home for 
vacation and suffering Internet withdrawals. Your guests from out of town are also 
always welcome to stop in to check their email. 


Our new hours, Monday thru Friday, 3-7, Wednesday 10-7 and Saturday 10-12, have 
been very successful, resulting in more library patronage. Cited as one reason more 
people are coming to the library is “knowing when the library is open”. Another benefit 
of the new hours is that children can get off the bus at the library and come inside to wait 
for a ride, do some homework or pick out a book. 


We are always looking for volunteers to cover the circulation desk, especially on Fridays, 


so please call Julie at 526-6804 if you can help out either occasionally or on a regular 
basis. One benefit to you is a guaranteed increase in your reading. 
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Our librarian’s new computer, purchased with funds generously donated by the Friends 
of the Wilmot Public Library, is, among other things, allowing us to have all of our 
circulation recorded in one place. At this time, we have our “old” circulation in the card 
catalog and purchases made in 2001 on the computer. Having everything on computer 
will allow volunteers and patrons to find the book they are looking for more easily. Our 
thanks once again to the Friends for all their efforts and generosity. 


This year we were delighted to host an evening with Wilmot’s own Donald Hall, and Mr. 
Rick (Zuelke) once again provided a fun summer reading program for the children. You 
probably received a copy of the first edition of the Librarian’s Corner in the mail. This 
monthly newsletter will be available in the future at the library, post office and town 
offices and will let you know what is going on at the library, including new titles 
available. A new reading group has been formed that will meet regularly and Julie’s goal 
is to provide at least one program for adults and one for children each quarter. We feel 
that we were not very aggressive in 2001 with programs for the public and are committed 
to being more active in this area in 2002. 


To our librarian, Julie Slack, and all the volunteers who help make the library a vital part 
of our community, a hearty thank you!

Lake Sunapee Region Visiting Nurse Association is proud to have served residents in the 
Town of Wilmot this year. The life-changing events of September 11 reminded all of us 
of the value of our community and our country. Our staff traveled more than 500,000 
miles this year bringing care to families, friends and neighbors in this region. 


Here at LSRVNA we spent the year focusing on ways to improve the care that we 
provide to you. That process took many forms... from assessment of clinical practice 
standards to ensure a good outcome for the patient and family, to partnerships with other 
providers to reduce costs, and to investments in technology to improve the care we 
provide and give us the information we need to make well-informed business decisions. 


Several areas are noteworthy. First, our Hospice program cared for 91 patients, the most 
patients and families since its inception. The Hospice Team, including physicians, 
clinical staff, support staff and over 50 volunteers worked to ensure that each patient and 
family received the support they needed to allow their loved one to remain at home until 
death. 


Second, our Pediatric program expanded its services by adding highly skilled nurses who 
are able to provide the care necessary to keep children at home with their parents and 
families; children on ventilators, children with diabetes, cystic fibrosis and orthopedic 
problems. This means the world to families. One father stated “ your service has allowed 
us to be a family again.” 


Finally, we invested in an exciting new telehomecare program. Our HomMed Sentry 
units allow the nurse to monitor their patient’s vital signs daily, review that information 
here in our office and notify the physician in time to prevent serious complications. 


Part of the mission of LSRVNA is to provide other community benefits for residents in 
the towns we serve. In addition to charity care we provided: 


e Lifeline Personal Response System administration for 248 individuals 


Weekly Parent-Child Support group including transportation and child care 
for more than 40 families 


e Community education programs on CPR, caregiver training, advance 
directives, parenting, healthcare ethics and more 


Trained 10 Hospice volunteers 
Participated in 8 community and business health fairs 


Provided clinical and business experience, internships or job shadowing for 
35 high school, technical school and college students 


° Provided meeting room space for outside groups 
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e Provided medications for needy children 


e Provided storage space and distributed food for the Kearsarge Food 
Pantry 

® Provided bereavement support to adults and children through home 
visits and support groups 

e Provided File of Life kits and emergency information to each patient 
admitted for service 

e Provided 20 bicycle helmets for children to prevent injuries 

° Provided more than 400 pairs of Tread-mate safety socks to home

The University of New Hampshire, Cooperative Extension is your local link to 
practical, research-based education to people of all ages, helping them make informed 
decisions that strengthen youth, families, and communities, sustain natural resources, 
forests, wildlife and agriculture, and improve the economy. 


Merrimack County residents benefit from a wide range of Extension offerings, which 
include 4-H and youth development programs, monitoring water quality in lakes and 
rivers, reducing the use of pesticides, parenting programs, land use management, food 
safety, forest stewardship, family finances, meeting the needs of low income families, 
strengthening our communities and developing a strong volunteer base while 
providing a wide range of information to citizens. Extension also offers the public an 
outreach hotline with a toll-free Family, Home & Garden Info Line, staffed Monday 
through Friday, 9am to 2pm (1-877-398-4769) and it handled a total of 1,198 requests 
from Merrimack County residents. 


Extension staff provide education to forest landowners, food producers and plant 
growers that help keep their enterprises profitable, thus preserving open space and 
protecting natural resources. Many studies show that open space helps keep property 
taxes low, as it places few demands on taxpayers for services. Extension also provides 
assistance to town planners and boards on zoning issues related to marketing from 
roadside stands, garden centers, pick-your-own operations, and best management 
practices fro the production of agricultural crops and livestock. 


A major statewide Extension initiative, Strengthening New Hampshire Communities, 
has impacted Merrimack County. Extension staff have worked with the communities 
in a variety of ways. Several Merrimack County towns have participated in 
Extension’s exciting Community Profile process. This past Fall a Community Profile 
was completed in Hooksett. A Community Profile is a tool to help community 
members create a vision about what they want their community to be like, and then 
forms action groups to reach those goals. In addition Cooperative Extension provides 
publication notebooks for all town libraries. The Extension currently provides weekly 
radio spots on WKXL which offer information to the communities throughout the 
County. Extension information can also be obtained from the Web at ceinfo.unh.edu. 
Follow-up support is available from UNH Cooperative Extension staff. 


Other community efforts include after school programs, teen assessment projects, 
wellness teams, town office visits, the Master Gardener program, working with town 
officials to make sure local ordinances are “‘agriculture-friendly” and assisting schools 
with maintenance of athletic fields and landscaped areas. 


The staff in Merrimack County includes nine Extension educators, two state 
specialists and three support staff. Educators reach approximately one of every four 
families in the county.

The Fire Department was busy during the past year. We responded to calls 
ranging from fires to auto accidents. We were very fortunate there were no major fires in 
town this past year. 


We did have numerous auto accidents with a couple of them being fairly serious. 
Please think of this and take a few extra minutes to reach your destination safely. 


During the past year we brought the new generator on line and the chassis for our 
new truck is now at the body builder. We have invested monies raised by the department 
as well as the Town funds to cover most of the expenses so far, and we are again seeking 
the continued support of the Town for this capital outlay. It is our hope to sell the old 
truck to help offset the total purchase costs. 


Please remember, smoke detectors save lives. Please check that they work 
properly and replace your batteries frequently. If you are burning wood, have your 
chimney inspected & cleaned and burn dry wood. If you have children or elderly people 
living in your residence, have an escape plan in place in case of a fire or some other 
emergency. Have multiple ways out of the residence and a designated meeting place at a 
safe location outside or at a neighbor’s house. Be sure to practice your escape plan so 
everyone is familiar with it. 


As you all should be aware, Wilmot now has Enhanced 911 house numbering. 
Please be sure to display your numbers according to the requirements so they are visible 
should they be needed. The State system can provide emergency personnel the precise 
address when dialing 911 even if you are unable to speak. In an emergency, properly 
placed 911 house numbers save precious time which may save your or a loved ones life. 


I would like to thank all the residents of Wilmot for your outstanding support of 
the fire department in the past year. 


I also want to thank all the members of the fire department and fast squad for all 
they do. We are all volunteers and receive no pay for what we do. Thank you all for 
your efforts.
